This Indian standard covers minimum requirements and dimensional details for Dissection table. 
The composition of the Committee responsible for the formulation of this standard is given in Annex A. 


For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied with the final value, 
observed or calculated, expressing the result of a test, shall be rounded off in accordance with IS 2 : 1960 ‘Rules 
for rounding off numerical values ( revised )’. The number of significant places retained in the rounded off value 
shall be the same as that of the specified value in this standard.

DISSECTION TABLE — SPECIFICATION 


1 SCOPE 


1.1 This Indian standard covers minimum requirements 
and dimensional details for dissection table. 


1.2 This standard covers specifications for both the 
small and the standard dissection tables.

3 MATERIAL 


3.1 Framework — As specified in 2.1 of IS 4033. 


3.2 Top — Stainless steel sheet of designation 04Cr18 
NilO or 07Cr18 Ni9 as per IS 6911. The finished 
thickness shall be not less than 0.91 mm at any point. 


3.3 Castors — As specified in IS 4034. 


4 SHAPE AND DIMENSIONS 


The shape and dimension of the dissection table shall 
be as per Fig. 1. 


5 MANUFACTURE AND WORKMANSHIP 


5.1 The dissection table shall have a welded framework 
of continuous lengths of mild steel tubes as shown in 
Fig. 1. 


5.2 The four upright members shall be connected 
near the floor by a pair of longitudinal and a pair of 
transverse tubes. 


5.3 The upright members shall support a formed metal 
top having a drainage tube/down spout as shown in 
Fig. 1. 


5.4 The arrangement for welding the top and the upright 
members may be employed but the construction so 
obtained shall be sturdy and sound. 


5.5 The table shall be free from burrs and sharp edges. 


5.6 The upright members shall be fitted with castors as 
mentioned in 3.3. 


5.7 The tabletop depth should be approximately 
15 mm and it shall be sloping towards drain to facilitate 
drainage into the drain hole. 


5.8 The dissection table should have full extension 
drawer and a removable tray provided with a perforated 
plate and a removable lid. 


5.9 Aremovable container of 10 L storage capacity with 
bayonet lock shall be mounted beneath the drainage 
tube/down spout and attached to the rack in the base 
frame. 


5.10 The table shall also conform to the requirements 
laid down in 4.1 of IS 4033. 


5.11 Exhaust Chamber (Optional) 


5.11.1 An exhaust chamber to remove unwanted odor 
from the working area can be provided as agreed 
between manufacturer and purchaser. 


5.11.2 The dissection table may be provided with a 
Centre plenum located below work surface along entire 
length of the table with easily removable stainless 
steel air distribution baffle to create uniform downdraft 
air velocity across entire work surface and exhaust 
connection at one or both ends of the table. 


5.11.3 Removable perforated grid plate can be provided 
around perimeter of work surface to provide proper 
ventilation.
